CARRANZA IS 


All Pulquerias Closed . the 
Sale of Whisky Is 
Restricted. 


New York, January 16.— The Carran- 
za government in Mexico has taken 
stringent measure to prohibit intem- 
perance throughout the republic, ac- 
cording to a message received here to- 
night by Dr. Alfred Caturegli, the Mex- 
ican consul general. 

The message, signed by the minister 
of foreign affairs at Mexico City, said 
that all pulquerias in the capital had 
been closed and that the sale of whisky 
is to be restricted. The message said: 

“As a healthful and precautionary 
measure the Carranza government has 
prohibited the sale and manufacture 
of pulque throughdéut the entire repub- } 
lic. All pulquerias in Mexico City have 
already been closed. The law is to 
be rigidly enforced all over Mexico. 

“Within a short period the authori- 
ties hope to abolish also the sale and 
manufacture of mascal and tequila, 
which are deemed equally as harmful. 
In their places the government is to 
encourage the moderate use of light 
wines and beer. As a substitute for the 
filthy pulquerias it will endeavor to 
encourage the establishment of drink- 
ing places similar to those of Germany 
and the Scandinavian countries, where 
the whole family may gather in hy- 
genic atmosphere. 

The sale of whisky is to be restrict- 
ed. At present no person can obtain 
more than half a pint, While a strong 
movement is on foot to prohibit its

Bergen, a thriving Norwegian seaport 
with A population of 90,000, was de- 
stroyed last night by fire. Two lives) 
are reported to have been lost and 2, 000° 
persons are homeless. The property 
damage is estimated at $15,006,000, 

The conflagtation is said to be the 
worst ever recorded in Norway. The 
business section, with its old wholesale 
houses, several of the largest of the 
hotels, a number of schools, the .elec- 
tric plant and banks and . newspaper 
buildings was the part burned. 

The difficulties of the 2,000 persons 
now without homes were increased by 
the fact that the largest storage houses, 
filled with provisions for supplying the 
urrounding country, were burned down. 
It is harder to obtain groceries ‘today 
than at any time since the war be- 
gan. 

Bergen never was so flourishing as 
at the beginning of the present year, 
these conditions’ being due largely to 
the increased merchant marine. 


Bergen is one of th the oldest and most 
picturesque -towns in.Norway and it 
ranks first of the Norwegian ship own- 
ing centers. It is well built on a hilly 
peninsula and is situated at the end of 
‘a deep bay of the Atlantic 190 mites 
northwest of Christiania. Through 
Bergen passes a 
way’s foreign trade. Fleets of .vea- 
sels bring the produce of the northern 
fisheries to the seaport. 

Bergen has repeatedly suffered from 
fire as in 1702 and 1855 and the broad 
open spaces which interrupt the streets 
are intended as a.safeguard against 
the spread of flames. Many of the 
houses still are timber built and paint- 
ed white. 

The chief -bufldings in the city are 
the National Museum, a large public 
library, the Cathedral and a marine 
Melee station.

With the third building, the “missing 
link” in the fair series, erected, Atlanta will 
have a complete and splendid fair—the best 
exhibition of its kind ever held in the south, 
Without it, she cannot. 

Council is asked to erect this much- 
needed- building upon its own property. The 


fair grounds belong to the city of Atlanta,

It will cost $75,000 to put up this build- 
ing in which six or seven fair departments 
will be taken care of, and without which 
these important features cannot be in- 
cluded. 

Can council afford to ignore a request 
that means so much to the city? 

Of course, there will be a fair; the South- 
eastern Fair association is under contract 
with Atlanta herself, to hold a fair, even if 
there were not a single building on the 
grounds. 

But, without the needed building, such 
fair as will be held must necessarily be a 
makeshift—little, if any, better than that 
held last year. 

It is simply a question of what Atlanta 
proposes to do in this matter for the whole 
city. 

Shall this year’s fair, by which Atlanta 
has set such store, be a success, or a misfit 
and a failure? 

That is the question for council to

aken by motion picture companies which 
exhibit the pictures until they are no 
longer commiercially profitable, when 
they are turned over to the curator of 
the historical department of the state, 
who preserves them. for educational uses.

lection, which includes about 50,000 feet

Tonic to Distributien, Says 
Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: — 
Good business, plenty of money, high 
improved 
collections, incr v cold 
weather, anticipations of extraordinary 
activity the coming spring, and scar- 
city of numcrous kinds of materials, 
feature this weeks reports. Cold 
weather over a wide area s hamper- 
ed trade in come interior regions of 
the southwest, likewise delayed rail- 
way operations and mail deliveries, 
, but in the larger sense the .metecoro- 
logical conditions have acted as an ad- 
ditional tonic to final distribution. In 
consequence, heavy-weight goods have 
moved from the hands of retail dealers 
in full volume, and, aided by seasonal 
cleanarce sales, stocks nave been fur- 
ther reduced. Sales of dry goods for 
future delivery are exceptionally 
heavy, perhaps the heaviest noted at 
this season. for three years back, and 
fears of deficient: supplies from mills, 
already backward in making deliveries, 
are very general. Incidentally, ship- 
ments of general merchandise are 
larger than at this time in recent 
years, while orders for immediate ac- 
count are very satisfactory; road sales 
are good, mail-order trade is heavy, 
wholesale trade, after a very short 
holiday lull, is again taking on a rela- 
tively good pace, and jobbers find no 
room for complaint about the condition 
of order books. 
Industry in general is employed to 
full capacity, steel mills are sold six 
to seven months forward, prices con- 
tinue to soar, mills are not booking 
tar ahead at current prices, and wages 
are at a record high point. In other 
linés voluntary advances in compensa- 
tion are noted, and labor appears to 
be intent upon getting its full share of 
the prosperity that is going, strikes 
this week furnishing evidence of the 
disposition indicated, with labor se3m- 
ingly holding the whip hand. Demand 
for lumber continues’ to expand on a 
rising market, and cold weather has 
increased demand for coal; railway 
traffic is very heavy, and tourist travel 
to winter resorts is of large propor- 
tions. An abundance of money is in- 
dicated in easy rates, while numerous 
cities report record bank deposits, le- 
gitimate borrowers cheerfully accom- 
modated, signs of renewed interest in 
real estate, the establishment of new 
industrial plants as well as extensions 
to many of those already existing, and 
additions to working capital. Indeed, 
the trends clearly suggest. that Amer- 
ica is preparing to take advantage of 
the opportunities to exploit new mar- 
kets and to profit from the enforced 
curtailment of European production. 
Finally, optimism regarding the future 
extends to every section of the coun- 
try, and there is less doubt about get- 
ting husiness than there is about ob- 
taining supplies with which to meet 
requirements.

New York, January . in 
securities last week was attended by a 
series of highly irregular movements 
in which specialities suffered substan- 
tial declines and recoveries. The early 
period was marked by very general 
selling of munition shares, some of 
those stocks falling to levels which ef- 
faced fully half of last autumn’s 
meteoric gains. 

Further uneasiness was 
the Mexican situation. t s wit 
connections in that country broke 
sharply, but partially recovered on 
Washington's attitude of non-interven- 
tion.

Silver and the baser 
metals kept pace with this movement, 
and oil shares rose as a result of the 
continues inquiry for that product: A 
merger of some of the largest oil-pro- 
ducing companies opetating in Califor- 
nia and Mexico was virtually consum- 
nated. Railroads issued reports show- 
ing large gains in gross returns for the 
first week of the new year, and Decem- 
ber net earnings, soon to be issued, are 
expected to prove even more favorable 
than those of the preceding month.
